The members reported a most favorable reaction within their 
Agendas to the prototype map for Chapter I. (See HIS Coranitte© Meeting 
No* 158} . Suggestions for improvement In details of the map dll be 
held pending a final review of the first draft of Chapter X, scheduled 
for early January 19SU. 

The Committee decided to defer consideration of Chapter X 
production schedule for other areas until the first meeting in January. 
The State amber submitted a list of areas on which his Agency would be 
in a position to proceed, lumbers were requested to consider these 
areas in their proposals for a tentative production schedule.

The C hat man distributed copies of a request from Foreign 
Operations Administration, together with statement of gratification, 
under data of h December 1953# for all sections of NXS 9 (Spain). lie 
requested that members notify him of their Agencies* positions so that 
he could lay the matter before the IAC Secretariat for XAC approval. 

The Committee decided to defer action aa the request of the 
European Radio Frequency Agency (a NATO component) for certain NXS 
Garnet tears until decision had been reached on their classification. 

5o Revised Outline for Section US 

The revision for Outline on Section (Health and Sanitation) , 
as submitted lay the Army member at NXS Committee Nesting No. 15?, was 
approved by the Committee for a working level guide. A final Outline 
to be incorporated iiito the NIS Standard Instructions will be developed 
from this Outline as a result of further production experience. The 
State member suggested certain minor editorial corrections ch the 
Amy member Is to consider in preparing the final draft of the Outline. 

6* NIS Production for November 

The Chairman reviewed the status of NIS production for November, 
and pointed out that the cumulative production from July to November, 
inclusive, showed only 61$ fulfillment of numerical commitments. Members 
were asked to give their opinions on prospects for the remainder of the 
fiscal year In terns of fulfillment of Agencies* commitments*
